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FOREWORD 

With  centennials  being  researched  and  observed  all  about  us,  it  was  not 
surprising  to  find  such  a  movement  stirring  in  our  own  community,  this  time 
with  emphasis  on  school.   The  First  school  was  held  in  Archer  [Lyman  at  that 
time]  in  1885,  so  also  in  Sunnydell  [also  part  of  Lyman  at  the  time].   They 
should  be  commemorated.   How? 

It  all  began  experimentally,  in  1983  after  the  remodeling  and  repairing 
after  the  fire  in  the  southeast  room  of  Archer  School.   Mrs.  Knox,  principal, 
made  a  suggestion  to  Edna  Briggs  to  get  something  started.   Trieste  Robison, 
Ruth  Hansen,  LaVerna  Hacking  and  Bessie  Wilcox  were  asked  to  help.   It  was 
thought  that  the  year-end  reports  from  school  principals,  and  also  teachers' 
contracts,  all  filed  in  the  old  county  superintendent's  office,  would  give 
us  most  of  the  data  we  would  need  to  compile  a  history,  along  with  what  we 
hoped  could  be  remembered  by  former  residents,  and  former  pupils. 

A  search  of  the  county  superintendent's  records  [now  housed  in  the 
Madison  County  Clerk's  office  files]  yielded  few  lists  of  pupils  and  few 
teachers'  contracts.   Some  of  the  material  has  been  helpful,  but most  of  it 
is  missing.   Great  gaps  exist  in  the  records.   Presumably  they  were  never 
handed  in.   Inquiry  at  the  present  District  Superintendent's  office  revealed 
that  all  their  records  were  lost  in  the  Teton  Dam  Flood.   Now  a  blind  search 
began  by  way  of  phone  calls,  letters,  personal  visits  to  former  residents 
in  surrounding  communities,  canvassing  the  community  for  help  in  securing 
old  school  pictures,  and  asking  former  teachers  and  pupils  to  write  contribu- 
tions if  they  cared  to. 

It  has  been  found  that  some  years  were  hard;  and  no  pictures  were  taken. 
With  no  list  of  pupils,  and  no  picure,  how  does  one  proceed? 

Since  hunting  for  old  pictures  is  a  time-consuming  and  low-priority 
activity  at  best,  the  results  have  been  slow  in  coming,  especially  in  the 
Sunnydell  area.   It  has  been  nearly  forty  years  since  school  was  held  in 
their  building,  and  most  families  who  attended  have  moved  away.   Pictures  have 
been  extremely  hard  to  find,  and  now  almost  impossible  to  identify.   Forty-five 
persons  have  seen  the  Sunnydell  pictures,  and  some  have  given  us  a  name  here, 
or  verified  a  name  or  a  date  there,  until  shred  by  shred,  we  have  been  able 
to  piece  together  part  of  the  story. 

It  began  a  duty;  it  became  a  taskmaster,  then  an  unrelenting  obsession. 
It  has  been  a  labor  of  love--by  turns,  enlightening,  inspiring,  frustrating, 
discouraging,  until  at  times,  it  seemed  hardly  worth  the  effort  to  continue, 
but  continue  we  did. 

As  in  any  history,  not  everything  has  been  told.   We  are  aware  that  a 
few  errors  must  have  been  made.   Memories  of  any  given  event  were  found  to 
differ  so  widely  from  person  to  person,  that  some  have  not  been  included. 
Some  omissions  exist,  simply  because  we  have  failed,  innocently,  to  ask  the 
right  questions  of  the  right  people. 

We  are  glad  we  have  been  involved  in  this  endeavor,  whatever  the  cost  in 
time,  travel,  work,  worry,  and  agonizing  over  borrowed  pictures,  and  many  other 
details.   We  have  devoted  ourselves  sincerely  to  the  task.   We  thank  all  who 
have  assisted  us.

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Children  are  our  hopes,  our  future,  our  leaders.   What 
affects  our  children,  affects  us,  greatly,  in  this  case 
Archer  School.   It  hasn't  always  existed  as  it  is  today, 
and  it  wasn't  won  in  a  day,  nor  without  arduous  labor  and 
self-sacrificing  people.   It  is  dear  to  those  who  worked 
for  it,  and  to  those  who  attended  it.   Here's  how  it  came 
to  be: 

BEGINNINGS 

Any  history  of  Archer  or  Sunnydell  must  necessarily  begin  with  the 
story  of  Lyman.   It  should  be  explained  that  the  area  south  of  Rexburg  to 
the  South  Fork  of  the  Snake  River  was  known  as  Lyman  (named  after  an  early 
but  temporary  settler).  The  Lyman  townsite  was  surveyed  in  March,  1884 
by  Andrew  Anderson  of  Lewisville.  The  townsite  was  located  mostly  on  the 
property  of  Geo.  Briggs,  Sr.  at  the  crossroads  recently  known  as  Howell's  * 
Kountry  Korner  and  consisted  of  49  ten-acre  blocks  divided  by  6-rod  streets. 
Each  block  was  divided  into  4  two-and-a-half  acre  lots  intended  for  single 
dwellings,  gardens,  and  room  for  a  few  stock.  The  name  Lyman  was  in  honor 
of  Theo.  K.  Lyman  who  took  up  land  in  1882  or  1883  near  a  small  creek 
flowing  out  of  the  hills  to  the  southeast,  and  which  used  to  run  northwest 
through  this  community.   Lyman  became  a  branch  of  the  Bannock  Ward 
October  27,  1883,  and  a  ward  June  5,  1884,  at  which  time  a  small  cotton- 
wood  log  meeting  house  (18'  X  25')  was  built. 

There  had  been  only  five  families  in  the  little  settlement,  but  the 
summer  of  1883  brought  in  12  new  families.   September,  October,  and 
November  saw  three  more  small  groups  of  settlers  arrive.  By  the  Spring 
of  1885,  there  was  great  concern  in  the  new  community  regarding  education 
for  the  children. 

Zilpah  Young,  daughter  of  Wm.  J.  and  Zilpah  Archer  Young  has  the 
distinction  of  being  the  first  school  teacher  in  the  settlement.   She  lived 
with  her  parents  and  family  in  a  log  house  on  the  site  now  occupied  by  the 
home  of  Mark  and  Bertha  Young.  The  little  log  meeting  house,  spoken  of 
above,  was  just  a  short  way  north  of  their  home,  and  set  back  in  the  field 
east  a  short  distance,  because  there  was  a  baseball  field  in  front  of  it. 
Zilpah  taught  school  in  this  building. 

Following  is  a  quote  from  Zilpah 's  own  story: 

"Although  I  was  only  14  years  of  age  at  that  time,  they  asked  me  if  I 
would  consider  taking  these  children  and  teaching  them  for  a  salary  of  $1.00 
per  month  per  child.  This  I  decided  to  do.  As  I  remember,  I  had  18  or  20 
pupils  ranging  from  beginners  to  second  grade.   I  think  if  I  asked  about  it, 
some  of  the  larger  boys  could  tell  of  many  a  struggle  I  had  with  them,  as 
some  of  them  were  larger  than  I  was.  However,  we  were  quite  successful  and 
the  parents  seemed  well  satisfied  with  our  work.   Schools  were  soon  estab- 
lished after  that  in  the  valley."  (Zilpah  married  Wm.  P.  Squires) 

In  those  days  the  school  term  was  3  or  4  months  a  year.  Most  families 
lived  on  their  homesteads  (as  required),  but  moved  back  to  the  townsite  for 
the  period  of  the  school  term. 

The  next  four  terms  of  school  were  taught  in  one  room  of  a  two-room 

log  house  belonging  to  James  Murphy,  located  just  north  of  the  present 

Archer-Lyman  boundary  where  Roy  Gardner  lives.  Cora  Sill  taught  all  four 
terms. 

*now  Lloyd's 


In  February  1889  a  larger  log  meeting  house  was  begun  and  soon  fin- 
ished.  It,  too,  was  used  for  school  classes.  Also  in  1889  a  one-room 
log  school  house  was  built  a  block  north  of  the  Briggs  store  on  the  east 
side  of  the  street.   It  was  used  until  1901.   Some  of  the  teachers  were: 
Mr.  Byrd  Trego,  Mrs.  Hyrum  Thompson,  Florence  Adams,  Mr.  Cochran,  Clem 
Robertson,  Miss  Smith  and  Mary  Ann  Entwistle  Blackburn.   Some  taught  in 
all  three  places.  Classes  were  held  in  various  places,  some  attempting 
longer  terms,  and  some  charging  tuition.  These  were  occasional  and  short- 
lived because  of  lack  of  funds. 

Any  given  grade  was  composed  of  persons  of  varied  ages.  Young  men  and 
women  might  be  enrolled  in  first  or  second  grade  with  6,  8,  or  10  year-olds, 
Some  people  continued  in  school  till  marriage.  One  young  woman  brought  her 
baby  who  sat  in  a  high  chair  by  her  desk.  Other  pupils  sometimes  helped 
tend  the  baby.  Opportunity  for  schooling  was  meager  and  precious.  Eighth 
grade  education  was  considered  good,  and  people  who  wanted  more  education 
often  sought  it  in  the  same  way  Abraham  Lincoln  did. 

The  people  in  the  northwest  section  began  to  agitate  for  a  school 
house  north  and  west  on  the  Samuel  Allen  Wilcox  place  (Andrus  Place).   Soon 
logs  were  hauled  to  that  location,  however  the  building  was  built  later, 
and  farther  north.  This  school  matter  caused  considerable  feeling  in  the 
ward.  In  1896  the  north  part  of  Lyman  sent  a  petition  to  the  county  commis- 
sioners for  a  new  district.   It  was  granted.   Seven  men  from  the  north  and 
two  from  the  south  appeared  before  the  commission. 

March  2,  1900,  Wm.  P.  Squires,  Jeannette  Lenroot,  and  Olof  P.  Johanson 
were  elected  school  trustees,  and  commissioned  to  work  out  a  place  to 
build  a  school  house.  A  lot  of  pressure  had  been  brought  to  bear  to  build 
closer  to  the  hill  on  the  east,  where  population  was  building  up.  A 
happy  medium  was  reached  by  choosing  at  an  election,  the  crossroads  one 
mile  east,  at  the  George  S.  Weekes  and  Dan  Taylor  corner  (present  location 
of  Sutton  Store  and  Davidson  residence).  The  trustees  decided  on  the 
George  Weekes  corner.  Brother  Weekes  donated  some  land  for  the  purpose. 
A  school  meeting  was  held  Dec.  31f  1900,  and  the  decision  was  to  build 
a  log  school.  Even  after  the  site  was  decided  upon,  there  were  many 
people  to  be  pacified  and  satisfied.  A  log  building  20'  X  30*  was  built 
with  three  windows  in  the  east  and  west  sides  and  a  door  in  the  south. 
This  building  was  out-growJD  in  a  few  years,  too.   It  was  replaced  at  the 
same  location  by  a  rock  building  which  still  stands,   (it  was  subsequently 
used  for  a  dwelling  for  a  few  years,  then  converted  to  a  cheese  factory 
for  many  years,  and  then  became  the  property  of  Henry  and  then  Devon 
Erickson  who  have  put  it  to  various  uses.)  The  rock  building  was  soon  out- 
grown, too.  Clearly,  something  had  to  be  done.  The  district  rented  for 
two  seasons,  the  Herman  Erickson  dance  hall,  (1913-14*  1 9 ^ 4—  "1 5 ) • 
Teachers  were:  Miss  Johnston,  principal,  Eugene  Nutt,  Mamie  L.  Hall,  Pearl 
Lewis,  Blanche  Collins,  the  first  year.  Ed  Oldham  was  there  the  second 
year  with  some  of  the  above.  The  year  was  made  memorable  by  the  fact  that 
no  one  in  the  eighth  grade  was  able  to  pass  the  examinations  sent  out  from 
the  county,  and  there  was  no  eighth  grade  graduation  exercise  that  year. 
Consequently  there  was  a  larger  class  the  next  year.  It  was  muchless  than 
idealnsinne  that  caused  some  families  to  have  two  or  more  children  in  the 


eighth  grade.   [There  were  often  two  children  of  one  family  in  the  same  grade, 
since  older  children  were  held  out  of  school  to  help  with  farm  work,  and  some 
had  missed  too  much  to  make  their  grade.]   The  following  year  there  were  two 
families  having  three  children  in  the  eighth  grade. 
THE  NAME  ARCHER 

Population  was  increasing,  and  demand  for  more  and  larger  facilities 
was  heard.   In  the  mid- 1 890 's  people  north  of  the  Lyman  towns it e  began  to 
talk  of  a  school  of  their  own.  This  resulted  in  the  division  of  the 
district  in  1896  and  building  of  a  log  school  house  on  the  Bill  Robison 
corner  (1897  or  8),  which  later  served  also  as  a  meeting  house  for  a  while 
after  the  Lyman  Ward  was  divided  March  2,  1902. 

Fire  destroyed  the  George  Briggs  store  housing  the  Lyman  post  office, 
Sept.  20,  1897«  The  post  office  was  then  placed  in  the  Chris  Jensen  store 
two  miles  north,  (now  the  site  of  the  Rand  Robison  home),  near  the  log 
school.  All  of  the  community  center,  except  the  meeting  house,  was  now 
located  in  the  north  part  of  Lyman.  About  this  time,  there  was  a  contro- 
versial plan  to  build  a  dance  hall,  as  well,  near  the  Jensen  store.   In  a 
meeting  discussing  this  item,  it  was  suggested  by  the  stake  presidency, 
that  perhaps  the  ward  should  be  divided,  the  north  ward  retaining  the  name 
of  Lyman. 

George  Briggs,  Sr. ,  Wm  J.  Young,  and  E.  A.  Lenroot  were  a  committee 
chosen  to  find  a  new  name  for  the  south  part  of  the  community.  They  decided 
to  call  it  after  the  venerable  father-in-law  of  Wm  J.  Young,  Mr.  John  Bond 
Archer,  Sr.   (From  history  of  Hilery  Payn,  who  lived  across  the  road  from 
the  Young  home  at  the  time).  Archer  Ward  was  organized  March  2,  1902. 

A  new  post  office  was  now  needed.  In  April  1902,  George  Briggs  and 
O.P.  Johanson  went  to  Thomas  E.  Bassett,  first  postmaster  in  Rexburg,  and 
stake  president  at  the  time,  who  drew  up  a  petition  for  a  post  office  to 
be  placed  in  the  home  of  E.  A.  Lenroot,  with  Mrs.  Lenroot  (jeannette)  as 
postmistress.  This  place  was  about  a  mile  southeast  of  the  log  meeting 
house,  in  the  house  now  known  as  the  Jack  Stacey  place.   (History  of  Lyman 
Ward  by  O.P.  Joh  anson)  The  petition  mentioned  was  carried  by  John  Bond, 
Jr.  who  walked  about  the  community  obtaining  signatures.  The  petition  was 
sent  to  Wril  D.  C.  and  was  granted.   (Young  and  Squires  family  history) 
The  post  office  opened  May  8,  1902.  (Files  of  Henry  Matthews,  Piano,  Idaho 
from  information  secured  from  Wn.  D.  C.  ) 

NOTE   John  Bond  Archer,  Jr.  was  born  March  19,  1851  at  Benson, 
Oxford,  England  first  son  of  John  Bond  Archer,  Sr.  and  Elizabeth 
Edwards.  The  father  joined  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter- 
Day  Saints  in  1846.  The  family  came  to  America  in  1854  and  spent 
eight  years  in  New  York.  The  mother  declined  membership  in  the 
church,  and  in  1862,  the  father  and  the  three  oldest  children, 
John  Bond,  Zilpah  and  Sue  Ellen, came  west  to  Salt  Lake.  The 
children  were  separated  and  placed  in  foster  homes.   (Later  Sue 
Ellen  married  and  moved  to  the  San  Francisco  area.   Zilpah  married 
Wm.  J.  Young  and  moved  with  their  family  to  Lyman.)  John,Jr. 
became  a  gambler  and  spent  much  time  in  Las  Vegas,  Nev.  and 
traveling  around  the  country.  He  was  a  frequent  visitor  in  the 
Young  home  where  he  was  very  good  to  his  sister,  and  gave  financial 
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help  to  the  large  family.  The  activities  and  development  of  this 
early  community  were  also  of  great  interest  to  him.  On  one  visit 
he  circulated  the  petition,  on  another,  he  met  Charlotte  Young 
Bush  (sister  of  Wm  J.  Young)  whom  he  married  in  1897.  They  lived 
for  a  time  at  Rudy,  Idaho  west  of  Ririe,  Ida.  They  had  one  son, 
Lott  Bond  Archer.  John  and  Charlotte  separated  later,  after  which 
John  went  to  California.  He  lived  to  be  84.   (Young  and  Squires 
family  history).   Lott  Bond  Archer,  now  85,  still  lives  in  Ririe. 


DALBY  TOWNS ITE 

Dalby  townsite  includes  the  whole  block,  of  which  Archer  school  lot  is 
a  part,  the  frontage  strip  of  land  across  the  street  east,  facing  the 
building,  the  church  property,  and  continuing  west,  the  frontage  strip 
extending  to  the  road  west  of  Larry  Grover's  place,  which  bounds  the  town- 
site  on  the  west.   It  was  named  for  Ezra  C.  Dalby,  one  of  the  early  presi- 
dents of  Ricks  Academy  (now  Ricks  College).  He  was  an  admired  friend  of 

many  of  the  people  living  in  Archer.  [Dalby  Townsite  is  still  specified  on 
tax  notices. J 

NEW  BRICK  BUILDING 

On  May  20,  1915  E.  W.  Stacey,  Wm.  P.  Squires,  John  Buckland,  0.  P. 
Johanson,  D.  0.  Wilcox,  Sr. ,  George  Briggs,  Jr.,  and  Louis  Byrne  were 
called  to  find  land  upon  which  to  build  a  new  school  building.  They 
located  Lots  1  and  2,  and  7  and.  8  in  Dalby  townsite.  A  few  days  later, 
June  3»  1915>  an  election  was  held  to  determine  the  site.  Votes  were 
31  for  Dalby,  26  for  the  old  rock  school  site,  none  for  the  Higgins  site 
(Wild  Cat  College).  Pour  days  later,  June  7,  19^ 5»  a  bond  election  was 
held  for  $6,000.00,  which  passed  72  to  33. 

Mr.  McGrew  was  the  architect  and  contractor.  By  August  25,  1915*  "the 
building  was  nearing  completion.  'Mie  labor  was  donated  by  members  of  the 
community  whenever  they  had  a  few  hours  or  a  day  they  could  spare,  but 
harvest  time  slowed  things  considerably. 

While  waiting  for  the  building  to  be  completed,  some  classes  were  held 
in  the  old  rock  school  house,  and  the  new  principal,  Clarence  Hillman, 
held  class  up  two  flights  of  stairs  in  the  Relief  Society  room  in  the 
front  gable  of  the  new  rock  church  house  (built  1913).  Mr.  Hillman  was 
a  determined  and  thorough  teacher.  His  pupils  remember  much  oral  arith- 
metic, drills  in  spelling,  and  other  factual  material  in  which  they  felt  a 
sense  of  accomplishment.  He  was  strict,  but  was  respected  by  both  pupils 
and  parents. 

Mr.  Hillman  was  a  great  buddy  on  the  school  ground,  and  the  children 
called  him  Clarence,  but  once  inside  the  school  building,  he  was  Mr. 
Hillman.  He  developed  some  fine  young  athletes  and  everybody  participated. 
His  girls'  relay  team  was  never  beaten  in  their  meets  with  other  schools. 
It  gave  Mr.  Hillman  great  delight  when  the  girls '  relay  team  beat  his  boys f 
team.  The  girls  were  Thelma  Carlson,  Eulella  Sutton,  Floy  Clay,  and  Clara 
Briggs  (JameSjSr. fs  daughter).  Eulella  Sutton  Byrne  recalls  that  she 
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walked  two  miles  to  school  with  her  older  brothers,  and  in  order  to  keep 
up  and  not  be  "the  baby",  she  had  to  lengthen  and  speed  up  her  stride. 
She  feels  that  put  her  in  physical  condition  for  the  races.  Then  came  the 
glorious  day  when  school  could  again  be  held  under  one  roof,  in  the  nice 
new  building.   In  some  unobserved  moments,  one  boy  proceeded  to  adorn  the 
clean  ceiling  above  his  desk  with  spit  balls.  The  temperature  in  the 
region  of  his  rear  pockets  was  sharply  elevated  as  a  result  of  this 
desecration. 

It  was  not  until  Nov.  17,  1915  that  the  building  was  dedicated  and 
ready  for  occupancy.  Mr.  McGrew  gave  a  report  to  the  many  district  patrons 
who  attended.  He  told  of  the  fine  materials  which  had  been  used  and  of 
the  many  conveniences  which  had  been  installed.  The  people  were  greatly 
pleased  to  have  such  an  excellent  facility  after  twenty-five  years  of 
effort  in  trying  to  build. 

Improved  features  over  previous  buildings  were  several.  Each  room  had 
a  spacious  nook  in  one  corner  where  a  large  heater  was  located.  This 
heater  was  as  tall  as  an  average  person  and  was  encased  in  shiny  black 
sheet  metal  and  had  a  rather  fancy  edge  around  the  top  rim.  On  the  top 
in  the  center,  a  cooking  utensil  could  be  placed.   Sometimes  the  teachers 
set  a  washbasin  there  to  heat  a  bit  of  water  for  washing  their  hands. 
If  we  were  good,  and  were  found  to  keep  our  promise  of  very  quiet  study ^ 
we  were  allowed  to  go  in  pairs  behind  the  stove  to  practice  spelling  words 
or  multiplication  tables,  or  to  take  off  shoes  to  warm  extremely  cold  feet. 
Each  room  boasted  a  cloakroom  with  a  bench,  hooks  for  wraps,  and  above,  a 
shelf  for  lunches.  At  each  end  was  a  door;  one  opened  into  a  little 
closet  for  the  teacher's  wraps  and  other  belongings,  and  the  other  door 
opened  onto  shelves  for  school  supplies.  The  window  sashes  at  each  end 
of  the  school  room  moved  easily  up  and  down  on  a  weight  and  rope  and 
pulley  system  and  happily  stayed  in  place  without  a  prop.  There  was  an 
inside  stairway  to  the  basement  coal  room^and  a  coal  bucket,  poker,  and 
grate  shaker  for  each  heater. 

In  the  principal's  classroom,  a  partition,  similar  to  a  rollup  desktop 
could  be  rolled  up  to  include  the  adjoining  classroom  when  more  space  was 
needed,  as  for  programs  or  other  activity.  There  was  a  portable  water 
fountain  in  the  building  hallway,  and  outside,  close  to  the  northeast 
corner  of  the  building,  a  hand  pump  from  which  water  was  carried  to  the 
fountain  inside.  The  concrete  walk^and  steps  over  which  the  protective 
gable  entended^ completed  and  improved  the  appearance  of  the  new  building. 

Other  features  were  the  boys'  comfort  station  just  to  the  west  and 
slightly  north  of  the  building,  and  the  girls',  which  was  a  five  minute 
stroll,  or  a  hundred  yard  dash,  depending  on  the  circumstance,  near  the 
south  fence  of  the  school  yard.  These  two  little  structures  were 
dignified  by  red  brick  walls  to  match  the  school  building,  shingle  roofs, 
white  paint  trim  around  door  and  window,  lath  and  plaster  interior, 
painted  walls  and  seats,  and  was  fronted  by  a  rough  lumber,  L-shaped  wall 
to  shield  the  entrance. 


SUNNYDELL 

This  name  was  given  to  this  area  "by  a  Mr.  Cyrus  B.  Hawley  who  had  come 
to  this  locality  in  1883  with  his  two  sons,  Cyrus  and  Will,  and  his  two 
son-in-laws,  John  Hillman  and  Isaac  White  and  families. 

As  Cyrus  B.  Hawley  sat  with  his  back  to  his  cabin  enjoying  the  beautiful 
view  from  his  vantage  point  above  the  river,  he  called  to  his  wife  and 
remarked  that  this  place  should  be  called  Sunnydell.   She  agreed,  and  they 
both  smelled  the  fresh  air  cleaned  by  a  summer  shower,  and  appreciated  the 
sight  before  them:  the  meandering  South  Fork  of  the  Snake  River,  fringed 
by  cottonwoods,  dotted  here  and  there  with  cedars,  patches  of  willows  and 
kinnikinnick.  Off  in  the  distance  at  a  higher  elevation  stood  a  group  of 
pine  trees,  and  across  the  river,  stretched  out  across  the  bottomland,  a 
forest  of  cottonwood.  Across  it  all,  mottled  sunlight  bathed  the  wet 
landscape  as  the  clouds  drifted  away. 

Though  it  was  a  sunny  dell,  it  was  part  of  Lyman,  and  in  1902  became 
part  of  Archer.  The  name  Sunnydell  persisted  among  the  group  of  people 
living  here,  and  they  were  for  a  time  a  separate  entity.  After  the  people 
had  provided  shelter  for  themselves,  the  next  immediate  concern  was  to 
get  soil  cleared,  tilled,  and  planted,  and  try  to  complete  their  homes 
against  the  winter.  Next  came  the  educating  of  their  children  which  had 
been  interrupted  by  their  moves. 

Laura,  the  wife  of     Marvin  Cook     taught  a  few  children  in  their 
small  log  cabin.  This  was  1885,  and  the  first  school  in  Sunnydell.  The 
next  year  Mr.  Silas  Buckland  let  them  have  his  granary  for  a  classroom. 
The  following  summer,  Dave  Wilcox  and  Silas  Buckland  went  to  the  hills  to 
get  logs  and  built  a  little  log  school  house  where  the  present  rock  school 
stands.  The  log  structure  had  a  dirt  floor  in  the  single  room. 

Henry  Taylor's  history  recounts  Henry's  starting  school  in  1894  when 
he  was  six.  His  teacher  was  Mr.  Brandon.   Some  of  the  other  teachers  in 
those  years  were  Fred  Winters,  and  brothers  Zachary  and  Schuyler  Clay. 
In  1902  a  one-room  rock  school  was  built.  The  rock  masonry  was  done  by 
Alf  Higgins,  James  Tea  and  others,  and  the  carpenter  was  Richard  Shirley. 
A  round  stove  in  the  center  furnished  some  degree  of  heat. 

At  first,  one  teacher  taught  all  eight  grades.   Later  a  makeshift 
partition,  seven  or  eight  feet  high  was  built,  extending  from  the  stove 
to  the  sides  of  the  room,  creating  two  classroom  areas.   In  1910  S.  P. 
Oldham  and  Mabel  Weekes  taught  on  opposite  sides  of  this  divider.   Some 
children  thought  it  great  fun  to  toss  objects  over,  and  some  even  climbed 
over.  These  temporary  panels  were  removed  for  programs  and  other 
gatherings.  The  next  year,  two  sisters  from  the  Midwest  came  to  Sunnydell. 
Pearl  Eldora  Lewis  taught  at  Sunnydell,  and  Opal  Dee  Lewis  taught  at 
Herbert  School,  five  miles  straight  east  on  Rexburg  Bench.  That  first 
rock  school  burned  in  1930*  The  school  term  was  completed  in  the  lumber 
yard  building  at  Byrne  Siding  on  the  hill. 

The  new  rock  building  (still  standing  on  the  property  owned  by  the 
Jerry  Becks),  was  built  by  Heber  Blackburn,  Delos  Nelson  and  others.  The 
same  rock  was  reused  in  the  new  building  along  with  more  rock  from  the 
quarry  in  the  hills  to  the  east.  This  was  a  lovely  building  with  two 
rooms,  hardwood  floors,  a  full  basement,  and  indoor  plumbing.  The 
basement  had  hardwood  parquet  floors jandakitchen.   It  was  used  for 


church  meetings  when  the  Sunnydell  Branch  of  the  Archer  Ward  was  organized. 
In  the  small  belfry  hung  a  large  bell.   It  was  a  special  privilege  to  be 
allowed  to  pull  the  rope  that  rang  the  bell.  The  grounds  were  large  enough 
for  a  football  game,  tag,  and  Ponp,  marbles,  etc.  to  be  played  at  the 
same  time.  The  canal  that  bordered  the  school  grounds  had  a  nice  grassy 
bank  where  almost  everyone  sat  to  eat  lunch  in  good  weather.   In  winter, 
ice  skating  on  the  canal  was  the  chief  diversion  at  noon  and  recess. 

After  the  high  school  was  discontinued  at  Archer,  the  Sunnydell  students 
were  bussed  to  Madison  High  in  Rexburg  in  a  farm  truck.   It  was  enclosed, 
with  benches  down  the  sides.   Students  who  drove  the  bus  were  Delos  Nelson 
Jr.,  Max  Oakey,  and  Laurence  Buckland. 

WILD  CAT  COLLEGE 

On  the  corner  south  of  the  Norman  S.  Erickson  home,  the  present  site 
of  the  new  Nolan  Erickson  home,  there  once  stood  an  old  two-room  log  house 
belonging  to  the  Higgins  family.   It  was  used  for  two  seasons  for  fresh- 
man and  sophomore  high  school  classes  for  students  from  Archer  and  Sunny- 
dell.  It  was  said  that  the  teacher  Mr.  Johnson  was  very  strict.  The 
school  was  known  as  the  Wild  Cat  College  on  Coyote  Knoll.   (The  term  wild 
cat  may  have  referred  to  something  carried  on  outside  conventional  limits, 
or  as  some  said,  that  there  were  wild  cats  in  the  vicinity  in  the  days 
when  sagebrush  covered  the  whole  area. )  There  was  a  small  shed  nearby  to 
shelter  horses  used  by  the  students  as  transportation.   Some  high  school 
was  held  in  Archer  for  several  years,  but  that  is  another  story. 

ARCHER  AMUSEMENT  HALL 

While  all  the  district's  problems  seemed  temporarily  insoluble, 
children  still  needed  a  school.   It  was  mentioned  earlier  that  the  district 
rented  the  Erickson  dance  hall  for  two  seasons*)  191 3- 14  and  1914-15*  The 
hall  was  located  on  the  corner  just  east  of  the  new  home  now  occupied  by 
Norman  B.  Erickson.  That  old  hall  was  filled  with  memories  of  happy  times 
for  many,  many  people.   It  was  a  very  pleasant  place  for  entertainments. 
It  had  housed  all  sorts  of  community  activities,  indoor  sports,  funerals, 
meetings,  elections,  reunions,  socials,  and  dancing,  but  school  was 
something  else.  Temporary  partitions  eight  feet  high  were  built  of  wain- 
scoting to  provide  four  classroom  areas.   In  each  room  a  pot-bellied  stove 
stood  near  a  window  with  the  stovepipe  protruding  out  the  window.  Pupils 
remember  the  facility  as  less  than  warm,  since  most  of  the  heat  escaped 
into  the  ceiling  above  the  partitions.  Some  children  walked  to  school, 
some  rode  horses,  and  some  drove  sleighs.  Horses  were  sheltered  for  the 
day  and  fed  in  a  shed  south  of  the  hall.  Leatha  Wilcox  shares  this  story 
with  us:  During  the  coldest  weather,  Miss  Johnston  asked  the  children 
in  her  room  to  bring  any  vegetables  they  could,  so  that  a  dish  of  warm 
vegetable  soup  might  be  enjoyed  with  the  sandwiches  they  brought  to  school. 
Leatha  remembers  taking  turns  at  being  one  of  the  two  girls  excused  for  a 
little  while  each  morning  to  go  to  the  home  of  Ethan  and  Ella  Young,  next 
door  west  of  the  hall,  to  prepare  the  vegetables  under  the  direction  of 
Mrs.  Young,  who  then  cooked  the  soup,  to  be  called  for  later.   Letha  recalls 
that  each  child  brought  a  cup  and  spoon  each  morning  for  his  serving. 
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IRRIGATION  WATER  FOR  THE  SCHOOL  LOTS 

"April  24,  1920,  Herman  Erickson,  Lewis  Byrne,  and  Olof  P.  Johanson 
tried  to  find  the  best  place  to  take  the  water  for  the  school  lots,  and 
fairly  succeeded."  (The  grounds  had  been  leveled  enough  to  justify  trying 
to  irrigate  the  surface.)   "April  18,  1921,  at  a  school  meeting,  it  was 
decided  to  build  a  stable  to  shelter  the  horses  of  the  school  children 
during  the  school  session.   It  was  also  decided  to  plant  trees  around 
the  lot  on  the  east  and  north  sides."  (from  0.  P.  J.  History) 

Prom  A  Former  Pupil 

A  former  pupil  at  Archer  School,  1909-1918  tells  this  story: 

I  am  81  years  of  age  (1984)»  but  I  still  have  a  few  recollections  of  my 
years  in  the  elementary  schools  of  Archer,  Idaho,  first  in  the  rock  school 
house  in  1909  (now  a  private  garage  and  shop).  My  first  teacher  was 
Sterling  Nelson,  the  second,  Andrew  Nelson  (his  brother),  and  the  third, 
Sterling  Nelson  again.  On  a  wintry  morning,  before  school,  I  remember 
LaVon  Hunsaker  was  sitting  behind  the  stove,  surrounded  by  some  of  his 
class  mates,  trying  to  remove  a  bullet  from  a  revolver  he  had  brought  to 
school.  The  bullet  exploded,  the  shell  coming  back  and  lodging  in  LaVon* s 
chest.  The  two  closest  neighbors  (Chas.  0.  Jeppson,  and  Geo.  S.  Weekes) 
were  summoned,  and  they  rushed  LaVon  to  Rexburg  for  medical  help.   LaVon 
died  a  few  months  later  as  a  result  of  the  accident. 

Next  year  while  the  new  (present)  building  was  being  built,  I  attended 
school  in  the  old  Erickson  dance  hall.  Temporary  partitions  separated  the 
classrooms,  and  each  section  was  partly  heated  by  a  pot-bellied  stove 
with  a  stovepipe  running  out  the  side  window.  Most  of  the  heat  went  up 
above  the  partitions  into  the  ceiling  of  the  hall.  Miss  Mamie  Hall  was 
my  teacher.  One  day,  in  physiology  class,  she  wrote  me  a  note  telling  me 
to  pretend  to  faint,  to  see  what  the  class  would  do.   One  of  the  boys 
grabbed  the  water  bucket  to  pour  on  me,  but  I  soon  got  out  of  the  way  of 
its  contents.  This  is  proof  to  us  now  that  we  all  quenched  our  thirst, 
in  those  days,  from  a  bucket  of  water  with  a  dipper  instead  of  from  a 
fountain  that  we  later  enjoyed  in  the  new  building,   (see  note) 

The  teacher  I  remember  best  was  Clarence  Hillman.  He  taught  me  first 
in  the  new  rock  church  fiouse  (built  1913)*   We  were  in  the  Relief  Society 
room  located  in  the  front  gable  of  the  building^until  the  middle  of 
November  1915>  when  the  new  red  brick  school  was  ready  for  use.  One  day 
while  Mr.  Hillman  was  teaching  another  class,  I  became  engrossed  in 
reading  the  stories  in  a  book  written  by  Mark  Twain.  Forgetting  where  I 
was,  I  burst  out  laughing,  and  Mr.  Hillman  came  up  the  aisle  to  punish 
me,  but  he  was  stopped  by  Donald  Hacking,  who  called  Mr.  Hillman *s  atten- 
tion to  the  book  I  was  reading.   Instead  of  giving  me  a  beating,  he  took 
the  book  to  the  front  of  the  room  and  read  from  it  to  all  the  students 
in  the  room. 

The  next  fall  before  school,  Mr.  Hillman  was  working  on  his  dry  farm 
on  the  hill  east  of  Keith  and  Opal  Clements'  present  home  (the  old  Hillman 
place).  Mr.  Hillman  was  bitten  on  the  right  arm  by  a  rattlesnake.  First 
he  took  the  kingpin  from  the  doubletree  on  the  horsedrawn  machine  and 
killed  the  snake;  then  with  his  jackknife,  he  lacerated  the  wound  and 
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sucked  out  all  the  blood  he  could  get  from  it.  He  rode  his  horse  down 
from  the  hill  to  his  home  and  from  there  on  into  Rexburg  for  medical 
attention.   His  recovery  was  slow,  and  he  wore  a  bandage,  and  his  arm 
in  a  sling  for  several  months,  but  he  still  taught  school  that  year, 
riding  his  saddle  horse  to  school  daily,  and  learning  to  write — with  his 
left  hand. 

In  November  1915  we  were  in  the  new  school  building  (the  front  half  of 
the  present  building).   We  all  enjoyed  it  very  much,  even  though  school  was 
very  strenuous  in  the  eighth  grade.   Examinations  were  sent  out  from  the 
county.  Pupils  were  required  to  pass  quite  stiff  tests  to  receive  the 
eighth  grade  diplomas.  Mr.  Hillman  taught  not  only  from  the  text,  but 
from  old  exams  from  previous  years. 

My  last  teacher  in  Archer  was  Mr.  Boyer,  in  the  ninth  grade. 

Gerald  J.  Jeppson 


NOTE   The  new  water  fountain  spoken  of,  was  a  white  object 
resembling  a  modern  hot  water  heater.   It  had  a  lid  which  was 
removed  to  allow  the  addition  of  a  few  buckets  of  water,  usually 
pumped  and  carried  in  from  the  pump  outside,   by  the  big  boys  at 
school.  There  were  two  buckets,  and  the  boys  hurried,  and  there 
was  just  a  little  water  slopped  about  on  the  floor  of  the  hall. 
The  principal  or  one  of  the  teachers  stood  on  a  chair  and  poured 
the  water  into  the  tank.  The  water  tank  was  in  the  top  half  of 
the  appliance.  A  pipe  from  the  bottom  of  the  tank  protruded  from 
the  side  of  the  fountain  and  terminated  in  a  fixture  through 
which  water  ran  when  a  small  button  below  it  was  pressed.   If  the 
tank  was  full,  a  sudden  pressure  on  the  button  released  enough 
water  to  spout  up  geyserlike  and  splash  on  the  floor.  This  was  a 
delight  to  playful  boys  who  darted  from  the  line  when  they  marched 
in  from  recess,  when  they  found  the  teacher  looking  the  other  way. 
When  the  water  was  very  low  in  the  tank,  it  barely  welled  up  over 
the  outlet  enough  to  get  a  drink.  After  the  water  had  been  there 
a  while,  it  was  less  than  cool,  but  it  was  wet,  and  we  were  asked 
not  to  waste  any  of  that  precious  liquid. 

From  A  Former  Teacher 

I  taught  in  Archer  Elementary  School  1919-1920  under  the  supervision 
of  Ada  May  Anderson  of  Thornton,  Idaho.  The  teachers  were  Clinton  Barber, 
principal,  Ruby  D.  Riddle,  and  Ada  May  Anderson.  Miss  Anderson  was 
assigned  four  grades.  She  decided  she  could  not  do  justice  to  so  many 
pupils  since  there  were  so  many,  16,  children  in  the  chart  class  (first 
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grade),  as  it  was  called  at  that  time.  The  school  trustees  were  Wm.  P. 
Squires,  Lou  Byrne,  and  D.  0,  Wilcox,  Sr.   I  had  taken  the  tenth  grade 
work  at  Archer  School  the  year  before.   I  applied  for  the  job  and  was 
approved. 

My  salary  was  $70.00  a  month.  Mr.  Barber,  Miss  Riddle,  and  Miss 
Anderson  each  gave  $10.00  out  of  their  check  each  month,  and  the  district 
gave  me  $40.00.   I  was  thankful  to  get  that  much  because  my  father  became 
a  cripple  at  that  time,  and  I  was  able  to  help  to  support  my  family.  As 
nearly  as  I  can  remember,  these  were  the  children  in  my  class:  Charles 
Blackburn,  Harold  Briggs,  Lee  Burns,  Howard  Erickson,  Delore  Grover, 
Verle  Hendricks,  Martha  Jackson,  Irvine  McFate,  Catherine  Mclntire, 
Stella  Smart,  Etta  Terry,  Rachel  Wylie,  and  Jenile  Young.   I  loved  those 
little  boys  and  girls  and  enjoyed  working  with  them.

During  the  teaching  tenure  of  Elizabeth  McMillan  Squires,  the  county 
superintendent  for  part  of  the  time,  was  Arnetta  Goodliffe.   Some  of  the 
competitive  activities  sponsored  by  Miss  Goodliffe  were  math  contests  and 
spelling  bees.  Archer  School  won  a  math  pennant  and  two  spelling  pennants. 


From  A  Former  Teacher 

After  attending  Ricks  College,  I  was  graduated  in  the  spring  of  1929 
with  an  associate  degree  in  Education.   In  the  fall  I  answered  a  call  to 
fill  a  mission  for  two  and  a  half  years  in  the  Swiss-German  mission.   In 
the  summer  of  1932,  I  wrote  to  county  superintendent  D.  W.  Nelson  and 
asked  to  be  considered  for  a  teaching  position  in  Madison  County.  He  wrote 
in  the  affirmative,  and  arranged  for  my  position  to  be  filled  by  lone 
Anderson  until  I  could  return. 

When  I  arrived  in  Archer,  I  found  board  and  room  at  the  home  of  Alice 
Blackburn.  My  first  year  was  difficult  for  me  as  it  was  for  my  students. 
I  had  forgotten  so  much  of  geography,  history,  English  and  the  others  that 
I  had  to  study  ahead  in  each  subject  for  both  classes.  The  students  were 
patient  with  me,  and  our  relations  with  each  other  were  good.   It  is  reward- 
ing to  find  that  after  fifty  years,  the  students  are  as  glad  to  see  me  as 
I  am  to  see  them  when  we  happen  to  meet.  Some  of  them  had  problems  in  one 
subject  or  another,  but  in  the  main  they  were  good  students. 

In  the  fall  we  played  softball  on  the  playground  and  played  other 
school  teams.   In  the  winter,  it  was  basketball,  boys1  and  girls1.  We 
lost  about  as  many  games  as  we  won.  The  girls'  teams  did  not  have  out- 
side competition,  but  developed  some  very  good  athletes.   One  in  particular 
who  could  hold  her  own  with  the  boys  in  shooting,  dribbling,  and  making 
baskets,  was  Zelpha  Young,  sister  of  Gayle  Young. 

Winter  weather  was  sometimes  critical.  One  time  the  temperature  dropped 
to  -40°,  breaking  some  water  pipes  and  causing  school  to  be  dismissed  for 
repairs.  Windblown  snow  drifted  high  enough  to  cover  telephone  lines  in 
places.  Transportation  was  by  horsedrawn  sleighs.  Straw  in  the  bottom  of 
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the  wagon  box  and  quilts  for  covering  were  not  enough  to  keep  us  from 
returning  still  cold. 

During  the  fall  of  1932,  Edna  Erickson  brought  to  our  school  room  with 
her  to  visit, a  cousin,  Mary  Olsen,  from  Brigham  City  who  had  graduated  from 
high  school  that  spring.  This  was  my  first  introduction  to  my  future  wife. 
We  did  most  of  our  courting  by  correspondence,  and  were  married  December 
24,  1935.  We  arrived  in  Archer  two  days  later  to  start  housekeeping  in 
two  rooms  rented  from  Eugene  and  Viola  Erickson,  where  we  were  close  to 
school  and  had  some  good  close  neighbors  to  associate  with. 

Some  couples  in  the  community  thought  a  marriage  could  not  be  valid 
without  a  charivari  party.  We  rode  on  a  sled  behind  a  sleigh  with  horses 
traveling  at  a  trot.  More  than  once  we  were  thrown  from  the  sled  when  we 
went  over  drifts  and  ruts.   We  were  so  cold  when  they  left  us  that  we 
were  hardly  thawed  out  by  morning.  The  community  sponsored  a  wedding 
reception  for  us  in  the  school  gym,  enjoying  dancing  and  games.  Many  use- 
ful gifts  were  given  us  that  evening. 

There  were  five  teaching  stations,  Alvin  Teuscher,  principal,  taught 
the  high  school  students.   I  taught  grades  seven  and  eight.   I  remember 
Barbara  Parkinson,  Elsie  Grover,  and  Veola  Young  teaching  in  the  lower 
grades.  Mr.  Bert  Carlstrom  was  our  fine  custodian.   In  our  class  room 
we  had  daily  oral  prayer,  and  seminary  class  once  a  week. 

The  depression  of  the  1930's  was  in  full  swing.  Teachers  as  well  as 
farmers  felt  the  pinch  of  those  difficult  times.  Teachers  were  given 
warrants  which  promised  payment  as  soon  as  the  county  collected  enough 
taxes  to  redeem  them.  The  only  way  we  could  get  money,  was  to  sell 
warrants  to  investors  who  gave  us  $10.00  less  than  the  face  value  of  the 
warrant. 

In  my  second  year  of  teaching,  I  had  a  lengthy  illness  with  some  time 
spent  in  the  hospital  and  much  convalescing.  During  about  two  months  of 
absence  from  school,  my  brother  Albert  substituted  for  me  in  my  teaching 
assignment. 

Graduating  students  from  the  eighth  grade  were  honored  with  a  graduation 
exercise  and  diplomas.  Parents,  relatives  and  friends  were  invited. 

My  stay  at  Archer  lasted  five  years  after  which  I  found  other  employ- 
ment. We  left  the  community  after  having  made  choice  friends  among  the 
students  and  the  parents.   I  have  appreciated  the  opportunity  I  had  to 
spent  those  years  in  Archer.  Even  after  fifty  years,  the  good  feeling 
persists.

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FROM  A  FORMER  TEACHER 

I  had  just  turned  eighteen  years  old  in  August,  and  armed  with  a  year  and 
a  half  of  college,  the  half  taken  with  my  last  year  of  high  school,  all  from 
Ricks,  I  embarked  on  my  first  school  teaching  experience.   Alvin  Tuescher  was 
the  principal,  a  very  good  one.   His  wife  Talitha  delighted  her  students,  fellow 
teachers,  and  community  members  with  her  musical  talents.   We  especially  liked 
her  versions  of  The  Little  Red  School  House  and  School  Oays.   Marriner  Morrell 
taught  the  high  school  upstairs  in  the  rock  meeting  house,  and  his  wife,  Jessie, 
taught  with  us  at  the  school.   Blanche  Brossard,  of  Rigby,  and  I  roomed  together 
that  winter  with  the  John  Grover  family,  which  we  really  enjoyed.   Blanche 
Grover  was  the  baby  at  that  time.  Russell  was  in  the  seventh  grade.   Each 
morning  he  would  hitch  the  horses  to  a  two  seated  cutter  and  sitting  up 
straight  and  efficient  would  drive  us  and  the  Grover  children  to  school. 

The  next  winter,  I  boarded  with  the  Lelen  Weekes  family,  another  delightful 
experience.   In  the  spring  I  walked  the  three  miles  to  my  own  home,  my  folks 
having  moved  out  from  Rigby  where  my  father  was  Supt.  of  Schools. 

I  taught  the  second  grade  the  first  year .   The  second  year  I  had  the  third 
and  fourth  and  taught  history  to  the  fifth.   I  also  had  a  raise  of  salary  from 
$100  to  $125  a  month.   I  saved  enough  money  to  go  to  school  in  Logan  the 
following  year,  taking  with  me  a  great  love  for  the  Archer  School  and  for  the 
students  I  had  taught,  most  of  whom  I  have  kept  in  touch  with  through  the  years. 

As  remembered  by  LaVerne  Liljenquist  Hacking 

FROM  A  FORMER  PUPIL 

As  I  try  to  recall  the  kids  in  our  class  at  Sunnydell,  I'm  not  certain  they 
were  all  eighth  graders,  but  they  were  in  my  room.   I  remember  Olin  Jeppson, 
our  teacher.   He  loved  sports  and  instilled  into  us  a  love  of  baseball.   We 
couldn't  wait  until  recess  so  we  could  "Play  Ball".   What  fun  we  had!   We  kids 
vied  for  the  privilege  of  cleaning  the  erasers.   We'd  beat  them  on  the  outside 
of  the  building,  or  pound  them  together,  making  chalk  dust  Fly.   It  was  an 
event  that  made  our  day.   We  also  loved  to  take  our  turns  at  bringing  in  co@l 
for  the  pot-bellied  stove  which  centered  the  rooms.   A  partition  between  the 
rooms  was  removed  when  special  events  were  held:  Christmas  programs,  Easter 
events,  etc. 

I  don't  remember  where  we  got  our  drinking  waten  [Could  it  have  been  from 
the  canal  behind  the  building?]   We  took  turns  bringing  it  in.   A  large  metal 
cup  or  dipper  was  used  by  everyone.   [Gee,  it's  a  wonder  we  didn't  catch  some- 
thing, isn't  it?] 

I  remember  walking  to  school,  and  two  boys  used  me  as  a  target  with  their 
basketball,  I  could  have  killed  them  [!]  but  I  suppose  I  only  cried.   We  always 
walked  to  school,  and  of  course,  there  was  no  hot  lunch.   Some  of  the  boys  rode 
horses  to  school  and  tied  their  mounts  in  the  small  barn  on  the  premises.   It's 
been  so,  so  long,  but  I  do  remember.   Good  luck  with  your  endeavor.

FROM  A  FORMER  STUDENT 

I  attended  high  school  at  Archer,  1926-27,  1927-28,  with  Marriner  D. 
Morrell  as  teacher.   In  1928-29  I  attended  school  at  Hammett,  Idaho.   In  1929-30 
Heber  Williams  made  arrangements  with  Madison  High  School  for  four  students, 
Nell  Buckland,  Dona  Blackburn,  Dwight  Burns,  and  Ray  Byrne  to  be  tutored  at 
Archer  and  take  the  examinations  at  Madison  every  six  weeks.   We  had  no  regular 
classes,  but  our  teachers,  Ted  Berrett  and  Heber  Williams  made  a  schedule 
and  spent  considerable  time  with  us.   We  were  very  appreciative  of  their  efforts 
at  that  time  because  we  were  financially  unable  to  attend  any  other  school. 
We  were  all  graduated  from  Madison  High  school. 

Your  date  on  the  building  of  the  gym  is  correct.   Heber  Williams  was  the 

man  who  got  the  job  done.   It  was  a  community  effort.   The  boys  in  the  school 

worked  in  the  fall  harvest  and  donated  their  wages  to  install  the  showers  and 

restrooms .  _  _    _ 

Memories  of  Ray  Byrne 
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TRANSPORTATION 

When  the  population  was  centered  on  the  townsite  during  the  school 
season,  the  children  could  walk  to  the  log  meeting  house,  or  school.  As 
the  community  began  to  cover  more  area,  some  children  rode  horses,  or 
walked.   In  bad  weather,  parents  brought  their  children  in  wagons,  buggies, 
or  sleighs  according  to  the  season.  Some  parents  along  a  given  road  took 
turns  transporting  the  children.  Sometimes  the  older  school  boys  in  the 
family  drove  the  teams,  and  carrying  hay  in  the  wagon  box,  fed  the  teams, 
and  tied  them  to  the  vehicle  for  the  day.   Later  the  horses  were  housed  in 
a  small  shed  provided. 

Alta  Hillman  Peterson  remembers  one  day  following  a  bad  blizzard,  that 
her  father's  team  floundered  in  the  deep  snow  and  finally  had  to  give  up. 
They  were  about  half  the  way  to  school.  A  neighbor  farther  down  saw  their 
plight  and  came  with  his  team  to  break  a  trail  to  them.  The  tired  horses 
were  then  able  to  go  the  rest  of  the  way  to  Sunnydell  school.  That  winter 
there  was  no  passing  from  the  present  Steve  Sutton  place  to  the  Sunnydell 
school;  the  drifts  were  so  bad.   If  a  sleigh  was  seen  in  that  stretch  of 
road,  the  other  sleighs  waited.  The  roadway  was  packed  down,  but  off  to 
the  side,  the  deep  snow  was  impassable,  and  there  was  no  snow  removal 
equipment. 

At  the  time  that  Glen  Squires,  Lillis  Sutton  and  Frank  Burns  were 
trustees,  it  was  decided  to  buy  a  school  bus.   Since  an  Archer  man,  Irvine 
Burns,  was  working  for  Taylor  Chevrolet  in  Rexburg,  the  purchase  was 
arranged  through  him.  The  group  went  to  Eden,  Idaho,  north  of  Twin  Falls 
to  look  at  a  surplus  property  bus.  They  bought  the  bus  and  hired  Delos 
Nelson  to  drive  it  home.  Delos  was  hired  as  the  first  driver.  During 
cold  weather,  Delos  filled  10  gal.  milk  cans  with  hot  water  and  put  them 
into  the  bus  to  help  to  keep  the  children  warm,  since  the  tiny  heater  in 
the  bus  was  very  inadequate. 

Leland  Jensen  was  a  driver  for  a  time  also. 

JjDyce  Byrne  described  the  first  bus  that  ran  on  a  regular  basis  carry- 
ing high  school  students  to  Rexburg,  during  the  school  term  1935-36. 
Clarence  (Slim)  Harris,  a  trucker  from  Sunnydell,  had  built  on  the  back 
of  his  truck,  a  house-type  construction  and  painted  it  white  with  a  green 
trim.  There  was  a  window  in  each  side  and  a  door  at  the  back  with  a  step 
below  it.  The  roof  was  too  low  to  allow  one  to  stand  up  inside,  but 
students  found  their  way  to  seats  on  the  board  benches  down  the  sides. 
The  bench  down  the  middle  was  built  over  the  exhaust  pipe  which  came  up 
through  the  front  of  the  bus  floor  and  ran  along  the  floor  to  the  back, 
where  it  was  bent  downward  and  outside  again.  Heat  from  the  exhaust 
warmed  the  air  a  bit  and  melted  the  rubber  overshoes  placed  against  it 
to  warm  chilly  feet.  The  hot  rubber  aroma  had  to  be  tolerated.   Children 
met  the  bus  along  the  main  road  which  is  now  the  highway  through  Sunnydell 

and  Archer. 

Wells  Grover,  Rexburg,  took  over  the  school  busing  in  1945-6.   [Date  on 
document  in  County  Clerk's  office  signed  by  Willis  J.  Lyman,  county  Supt.] 
Laurence  Buckland  drove  for  two  years.   Other  drivers  were  Max  Oakey,  Lee 
Weekes,  Delos  Nelson,  Sam  Kennington,  Myrtle  Kennington,  Viola  Erickson, 
Henry  Erickson,  Stanley  Erickson,  Robert  Wren,  Elden  Lauritzen  and  others. 
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THE  GYMNASIUM  ADDITION 

Summer  and  fall  1928  saw  sweeping  changes  in  the  Archer  School  building. 
An  assessment  was  made  to  each  family.   Charles  Zollinger,  contractor,  and  an 
employee,  Harvey  Walters,  aided  by  men  and  boys  of  the  community,  built  an 
addition  on  the  west,  twice  the  size  of  the  existing  building.   It  contained  a 
gymnasuim,  showers,  restrooms ,  stage  and  two  classrooms.   Some  of  the  fathers 
used  slip  scrapers  drawn  by  teams  of  horses  to  begin  the  excavation.   George 
Munns  recalls  that  he  was  sent  by  his  father,  who  was  unable  to  go  that  day. 
Finishing  was  done  by  numbers  of  men  and  boys  wielding  shovels. 

FROM  ONE  OF  THE  PARTICIPANTS 

Boys  manned  shovels  at  the  river  near  the  John  L  [Jack]  Stacey  place, 
digging  gravel  and  shoveling  it  into  wagons  drawn  by  horses,  driven  by  Verl 
Hendricks,  Charles  [Blackburn]  Grover ,  Lee  Burns,  DeLore  Grover,  and  perhaps 
others,  who  drove  to  the  school  where  still  other  boys  waited  to  help  shovel 
the  gravel  through  the  window  openings  of  the  gym.   Those  boys  used  garden 
rakes  to  separate  out  the  large  rocks  and  spread  the  gravel  evenly  over  the 
floor  area.   Extra  gravel  was  hauled  and  piled  on  the  south  side  of  the  building 
for  the  mixing  of  concrete.   This  was  done  by  shoveling  the  desired  ingredients 
into  small  mixers,  turned  by  hand.   The  mixture  was  then  poured  into  wheelbarrows 
and  wheeled  into  the  building  through  the  ground  level  door  on  the  east,  and 
dumped  into  the  specified  areas  and  troweled  down.   Metal  clips,  points  up, 
were  laid  down  in  rows  in  the  soft,  wet  concrete,  and  when  the  concrete  was 
hard,  long  strips  of  2"  x  2T'  lumber  were  fastened  to  the  clips,  and  the  hard- 
wood flooring  was  nailed  to  these  strips.   It  was  a  long  and  arduous  process. 

Jenile  Young  suggested  that  they  provide  a  noonday  meal  for  the  workers. 
Her  mother,  Sofa  Young,  joined  by  women  and  girls  of  the  community  served 
meals  daily  on  the  lawn  in  front  of  the  Young  home,  now  the  home  of  Keith  Munns. 

Two  classrooms  were  finished  quite  a  while  after  school  started.   The 
students  who  had  been  meeting  in  the  Relief  Society  room  in  the  old  rock 
church  were  now  able  to  continue  their  high  school  studies  in  the  new  class- 
rooms under  the  able  tutelage  of  Heber  Williams  and  Ted  Berrett  who  taught 
freshman  and  sophomore  work.   Pupils  remember  that  the  remainder  of  the  noisy 
construction  work  continued  long  after. 

As  I  look  at  the  class  pictures  prior  to  1930,  I  see  the  faces  of  many  of 
the  people  who  helped  on  the  project.   It  seems  that  everyone  in  the  community 
helped  to  get  the  job  done.   I  guess  it  would  be  impossible  to  name  everyone 
who  helped.   Funds  were  depleted;  so  the  students  were  asked  to  get  harvest 
jobs  and  contribute  the  money  to  the  school.   That  was  a  tough  assignment.   I 
had  to  help  my  dad  in  the  harvest,  but  he  gave  me  a  comparable  sum  to  contri- 
bute along  with  the  others,  to  finish  up  the  showers  and  restrooms.   There 
was  still  no  money  left  for  the  library.   Robert  Grover  suggested  that  a 
banquet  might  be  given  in  the  newly  completed  gym.   It  was  a  successful  fund- 
raiser for  a  starter  library.   Other  such  events  followed.   Since  then,  the 
gym  has  been  used  for  a  variety  of  activities,  athletics,  dances,  wedding 
receptions,  ward  reunions,  etc.    [As  remembered  by  DeLore  Grover] 

Russell  Grover  remembers  that  boys  who  had  their  assignments  completed  were 
excused  early  to  help  with  the  building.   Irvine  Burns  remembers  that  he  hauled 
the  material  for  the  flooring.   His  was  one  of  the  few  trucks  available  in  the 
community  at  the  time.   Ila  Grover  McBride  and  other  former  students  chuckle 
as  they  remember  that  the  gym  floor  was  polished  [sanded]  by  pulling  bales  of 
hay  over  the  surface.   Ropes  were  tied  to  the  bales,  and  as  the  big  boys  ran 
up  and  down  the  floor  pulling  the  bales,  the  girls  jumped  on  for  free  rides. 
Glen  Squires  recalls  that  the  plumbirfg  contractor,  Mr.  Nugent,  one  day  gave 
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him  a  rod  eight  feet  long  and  told  him  [Glen]  to  dig  a  hole  8'  feet  wide  and 
8'  deep  and  construct  a  cess  pool.   Glen's  younger  Brother  Milton  worked  with 
him  part  of  the  time.   They  lined  the  hole  with  flat  rocks  and  gradually 
drew  them  in  until  there  was  only  a  small  opening  at  the  top.   No  covering 
was  placed  over  this  opening.   Glen  said  that  he  and  his  brother  Laurence 
painted  the  school  roof  several  times  over  the  years. 

From  A  Former  Teacher 

Square  dancing  and  athletics  flourished  under  the  direction  of  Frank 
Ricks,  principal  of  Archer  School  for  13  years,  recalls  LaTrese  Grover  who 
also  taught  there,  seventeen  years.   Mr.  Ricks  began  early,  in  order  to  have 
the  children  proficient  and  at  ease  with  the  calls  by  the  holiday  season, 
when   a  large  proportion  of  the  Christmas  Program  was  displaying  the  skills 
they  had  acquired  so  enjoyably.   Another  part  of  the  season's  fun  at  the 
program  was  singing  a  number  of  carols  and  other  seasonable  songs. 

Dancing  before  the  TV  camera  was  fun,  too,  and  great  excitement  reigned 
when  the  children  telephoned  to  uncles,  aunts,  grandparents,  and  others  to  be 
sure  to  watch  the  news  at  such-and-such  a  time  to  "watch  me  dance  on  tele- 
vision".  In  athletics,  the  children  in  the  sixth  grade  became  captains  over 
groups  of  lower  grade  children,  and  the  teams  vied  on  the  school  ground  in 
baseball  and  football.   During  colder  months,  the  teams  were  just  as  enthusi- 
astic about  their  contests  in  volleyball,  handball  and  basketball. 

Later,  many  of  the  Archer  students  were  able  to  compete  on  teams  in  Jr. 
and  Sr .  High  School  because  of  the  foundation  training  they  had  received  in 
grade  school .  LaTrese  Grover 

SCHOOL  LUNCH  PROGRAM 

In  the  fall  of  1945,  after  considerable  concern  by  mothers  of  the 
community  relative  to  the  value  of  a  hot  lunch  for  their  school  children,  the 
community  selected  a  committee.   Ollie  Wilcox  was  chairman,  with  other  members, 
Evalyne  Grover,  Bernarr  Erickson,  Frona  Erickson.  Ruth  Hansen,  and  Mary  Luthy . 
This  group  canvassed  the  community  and  obtained  $200.00  to  buy  an  electric 
range,  and  utensils.   The  P.T.A.  raised  funds  to  help  with  expenses,  and 
tables  and  benches  were  built  by  men  in  the  community.   The  northwest  room 
of  the  building  was  converted  into  the  lunchroom. 

Lena  Byrne,  and  assistant  Sofa  Young  were  hired  to  cook  'A'  type  lunches, 
which  the  children  ate  with  evident  relish.   Each  pupil  paid  ten  cents  for 
his  lunch,  and  the  state  furnished  nine  cents  per  pupil  per  day,  allowing 
the  program  to  function  on  a  non-profit  basis.   Milk  was  purchased  from 
Ernest  who  delivered  it  in  bulk  to  the  school.   [Ernest  Weekes] 

Many  people  donated  food.   When  quantities  of  fruit,  such  as  apples  and 
pears  were  donated,  members  of  the  community  gathered  at  the  school  to  can 
the  fruit  to  be  used  later.   Cracked  eggs  were  donated  by  those  who  had 
chicken  farms.   A  variety  of  garden  produce  was  contributed. 

The  program  functioned  very  well  until  1980  when  the  program  changed. 
Food  is  now  cooked  in  a  central  kitchen  in  Rexburg  and  bussed  in  hot  units 
to  the  various  schools  in  the  district.   Mary  Luthy  worked  with  the  new 
schedule  till  1981.   Madge  Orr  took  it  over  for  a  short  time;  then  Sonia 
Briggs  came  until  spring  1985.   Mardean  Pope  is  now  lunch  room  supervisor. 

Following  are  the  names  of  some  others  who  worked  as  cooks  before  the 
change:   Myrtle  Kennington,  Berniece  Neilson,  Alta  Peterson,  Marjorie 
Nelson,  Elna  Grover,  Julie  Brown,  LuDean  Haws,  Mickey  Atkinson.   Assistants 
were:   LeOla  Niederer,  Jeannie  Hancock,  Joann  Orr,  Shirley  Squires,  and 
Mary  Luthy. 
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From  A  Former  Teacher 

Marjorie  Evans  Nelson  tells  part  of  her  story:   "When  I  was  graduated 
from  college  in  1944,  Dr.  Marriner  Morrell  suggested  to  me  that  I  apply 
for  a  teaching  position  at  Archer.  He  also  told  me  that  not  many  young 
unmarried  girls  ever  left  there  without  being  married.   I  assured  Dr. 
Morrell  that  this  was  one  girl  who  would  be  different.  Sure  enough,  true 
to  tradition,  I  soon  found  that  special  guy.   We  were  soon  married. 

"All  schools  were  in  session  beginning  at  9:00  o'clock  A.M.  First  and 
second  grades  were  dismissed  at  2:30  P.M.,  and  others  at  4:00  P.M.  On 
Wednesdays,  the  grade  school  children  were  dismissed  at  2:30  P.M.  to 
attend  Primarv  at  the  church.  Each  vear.  on  Ward  Reunion  day  (usually  a 
Friday),  the  high  school  children  came  from  Rexburg,  and  grade  school 
children  were  dismissed  so  that  all  age  groups  could  enjoy  that  grand 
affair. 

"I  taught  Title  I  at  Archer  1977-78  and  1978-79,  when  Mr.  Lundberg 
was  principal.  Earlier  I  worked  as  a  cook  in  the  hot  lunch  program." 

Marjorie  Evans  Nelson 
From  Memories  Of  A  Former  Teacher 

Teaching  at  Archer  School  in  the  early  70 's  was  most  rewarding.  Our 
staff  included  me,  teaching  sixth  grade;  LaVyrle  Jones,  Fifth;  Ramon 
Widdison,  fourth;  Nolan  Bowen,  Special  Ed.;  Carla  Peterson,  Christine 
Bees ley,  and  one  other  were  aides  in  reading,  math,  or  one  on  one  for  any 
subject. 

Our  school  spirit  was  excellent.  Many  pupils  were  involved  with  base- 
ball, touch  football,  and  soccer.  During  winter  they  played  basketball, 
dodgeball  and  speedball  in  the  gym.  We  went  to  compete  with  Ririe  and 
Burton.   We  took  field  trips  to  Menan  Buttes. 

We  were  trying  to  raise  money  for  16  mm.  special  movies.   One  success- 
ful project  was  the  popcorn  machine.  Sixth  graders  who  maintained  accepta- 
bly good  grades  were  chosen  to  operate  the  machine.  Friday  after  lunch, 
popcorn  was  sold  at  150  a  bag  or  2/250,  freshly  popped.  The  students 
learned  so  much  about  cooking  skills,  money  management,  and  dealing  with 
each  other  on  a  public  relations  level.   It  was  an  excellent  teaching 
and  motivational  help.  Faculty  and  pupils  alike  benefited  from  it. 

Outstanding  accomplishments  in  the  upgrading  of  facilities  were  (1) 
the  renovation  of  the  windows  throughout  the  building,  (2)  lowering  ceilings 
from  ten  ft.  to  eight  ft.  (installation  of  ecoustical  tile  ceilings  really 
helped  to  cut  down  on  the  noise  level),  (3)  installation  of  the  name 
ARCHER  on  the  front  of  the  building,  and  (4)  installation  of  the  steel 
flag  pole.  During  this  period  we  also  had  our  own  wonderful  "in  the 
building"  lunchroom  cooks,  Marjorie  Nelson  and  Mary  Luthy.  Hot  rolls  or 
bread  were  made  there  daily,  and  the  food  was  cooked  and  seasoned  just 
right.   It  was  served  with  the  aid  of  sixth  grade  children.  There  was 
always  a  little  extra  for  those  who  wished  seconds.  This  was  a  very 
enjoyable  part  of  the  day  for  all  concerned. 

Our  custodians,  Earl  and  Edna  Briggs,  were  faithful  in  every  detail  of 
cleaning,  heating,  special  requests,  extra  cleanups  after  activities, 
maintenance  of  building  and  grounds,  and  cheerful  cooperation.  Thank  you 
for  a  most  conscientiuosly  well-done  job.

NOTE 


After  this  book  went  to  press,  an  apparent  discrepancy  has 
been  solved.   A  member  of  the  Archer  Class  of  1916,  with 
whom  we  had  had  several  conversations  earlier,   told  us 
that  both  the  seventh  and  eighth  grades  were  held  back  in 
1915.  The  double  class  to  be  expected  in  1916,  did  not 
appear  until  1917. (See  picture)

Mr.  Eugene  Pratt,  the  son  of  an  early  school  teacher, 
called  at  Archer  school  this  summer.   He  had  been  to  Teton 
City  hoping  to  find  some  information  about  his  father, 
Griffith  Jones,  who  had  taught  there  long  ago.   As  he  drove 
down  the  highway,  Mr.  Pratt  saw  the  Archer  sign,  and  following 
the  arrow,  arrived  at  Archer  School   where  principal  Mrs. 
Knox  was  doing  preparatory  work  foir  school.   She  referred 
Mr.  Pratt  to  the  committee,  and  they  all  had  an  interesting 
visit. 

The  only  person  now  living  who  attended  Mr.  Jones'  class, 
is  Mrs.  Grace  Grover,  now  92,  who  remembers  Mr.  Jones  well, 
and  believes  he  was  her  fifth  grade  teacher.   She  says  he  was 
very  well  liked  here-  He  taught  in  a  one-room  log  building 
with  a  dirt  roof.   It  was  built  in  1901  and  stood  on  the  lot 
now  occupied  by  the  later  rock  building,  which  still  stands 
(now  a  shop).   Mrs.  Grover  recalls  that  Mr.  Jones  used  to  re- 
quest two  parents  to  drive  sleighs  to  take  the  upper  grade 
pupils  to  nearby  schools  to  engage  in  spelling  and  arithmetic 
contests.   Preparation  beforehand  was  rigorous  and  painstakn 
ingly  thorough.  Drill.  Drill.  Drill.   Mr.  Jones-  did  not  relish 
defeat.   He  called  the  children, "Pet , "  and  though  strict,  was 
very  kind. 

Following  are  items  (from  old  Rexburg  newspapers)  sent  by 
Mr.  Pratt: 

From  the  CURRENT-JOURNAL,  Rexburg,  Thursday,  February  9,  1905 
"Archer,  Idaho,  February  6,  1905.  Messrs.  Griffith  Jones  and 
O.P.Johanson  spent  last  Friday  in  visiting  the  district  schools 
and  Academy  (Ricks)  at  Rexburg.  .  They  reported  the  schools  to 
be  in  excellent  condition.   Of  course,  they  had  an  enjoyable 
visit.   The  school  here  was  necessarily  suspended  for  the  day. 

i      Our  school  was  in  better  condition  than  it  had  ever  been  before. 

I      We  consider  ourselves  very  fortunate  in  having  secured  the  ser- 
vices of  Mr.  Jones  as  teacher,  as  he  has  a  great  deal  of  prac- 
tical experience  in  teaching.   Under  his  tutelage,  our  school 

j      is  flourishing  and  will  be  a  success." 

"On  May  4,  1905,   Griffith  Jones  was  in  town  from  Archer  today 
and  called  at  the  office  to  pay  his  respects."

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KINDERGARTEN 

One  Thursday  in  early  April,  1956,  two  PTA  officers,  Gwen  Sutton  and  Veola 
Grover  paid  a  visit  to  Bessie  Wilcox,  former  first  grade  teacher,  and  asked  her 
to  teach  a  kindergarten  in  the  remaining  few  weeks  of  school.   Kindergarten 
was  undersay  the  following  Monday. 

District  Superintendent,  George  Catmull  was  very  cooperative,  and  allowed 
class  to  be  held  in  an  unused  room  at  Archer  School,  and  provided  hectograph 
[A  gelatin  duplicator],  paper  and  other  materials  at  cost. 

It  was  felt  that  the  children  had  a  good  experience:  so  kindergarten  was 
continued  for  seventeen  years,  through  school  year  1971-/2.   Lyman  children 
were  also  enrolled.   Class  was  held  wherever  a  spare  room  was  available,  at 
Lyman,  or  Archer,  or  sometimes  in  private  homes,  a  few  weeks  in  the  fall,  and 
again  in  the  spring. 

Maylin  England  taught  six  weeks  at  Archer  School,  summer  1970.  Marjory 
Wilcock  and  LaVerne  taught,  fall  1972.  Marie  Lauritzen  taught,  spring  1973, 
and  also  1973-1974. 

For  a  few  years  Lyman  served  Kindergarten  through  third  grade  and  Archer, 
grades  4,5,6.   Then  sixth  grade  was  moved  to  Rexburg  [1982].   Archer  and 
Lyman  then  began  serving  K-5.   Diane  Hickman  taught  Kindergarten  1982-83,  Beth 
Weekes,  1983-84,  1984-85,  Mrs.  Hawkes  1985-86.

Margaret  Ann  Galbraith  Briggs  was  a  young  mother  who 
was  grieving  over  the  recent  loss  of  her  baby,  her 
fifth  child.   Her  youngest  child  now  was  a  little 
three  year  old,  and  the  other  three  children  were 
very  young  school  children.   Margaret  hungered 
for  education,  and  after  getting  the  school  trustees* 
permission  and  the  teacher's  agreement,  she  took  her 
baby  and  joined  her  older  children  in  attending 
school.   This  was  1902.   She  enrolled  in  the  fifth 
grade.   The  little  one  sat  part  of  the  time  in  a  high 
chair  near  her  mother's  desk  and  part  of  the  time 
other  pupils  helped  to  tend  her. 

Margaret  Ann  used  her  time  well  and  studied  hard 
at  school  and  in  spare  time  at  home.   She  was  one  of 
those  given  the  opportunity  and  assignment  to  attend 
Ricks  Academy  where  she  was  to  take  a  church  sponsored 
course  in  which  she  learned  to  be  a  midwife.   She  is 
remembered  as  one  who  was  willing  to  help  in  fair 
weather  or  foul .   She  often  rode  a  horse  side-saddle 
to  the  homes  where  she  was  needed.   She  also  drove  a 
one-horse  buggy  on  her  errands  of  mercy.   She  helped 
with  hundreds  of  births  and  later  worked  as  a  nurse 
in  Dr.  Harlo  Rigby's  hospital  in  Rexburg.   Naomi 
Clements,  her  daughter,  currently  lives  in  Sunnydell.

Mr.  Merrill  Lundberg  taught  sixth  grade  1977-78,  1978-79,  and  1979-80. 
During  this  period  Archer  school  featured  Science  Fairs,  a  full-scale 
intramural  sports  program  involving  every  pupil,  a  partial  departmentaliza- 
tion of  subject  area  skills,  and  a  marked  rise  in  the  scholastic  area 
scores  in  the  composite  averages  of  all  the  children.  Work  was  done  on 
the  self  concept  levels,  personal  physical  skills  and  total  self  realiza- 
tion. 


During  the  school  year  1977- 

78,  Archer  School  principal, 

Merrill  Lundberg.  lived  in 
Dubois,  sixty  miles  distant. 

He  traveled  daily  to  school 
and  returned  to  Archer  on 
Saturdays  to  coach  the  Lyman-

continued  through  the  summer 
and  the  team  became  League 
Champions .

The  Archer  school  lunch  program  was  organized  in  October  and  began  function- 
ing following  harvest  vacation. 

The  committee  elected  by  the  community  to  carry  through  the  program  were 
Mrs.  Ollie  Wilcox,  chairman,  Mrs.  Mary  Luthy,  Mrs.  Evalyne  Grover ,  and  Mr. 
Bernarr  Erickson  as  committee  members.   This  group  canvassed  the  community  and 
obtained  $200.00  in  donations  to  purchase  furnishings  for  the  lunch  room.   They 
hired  Mrs.  Lena  May  Byrne  as  cook  and  Mrs.  Sofa  Young  to  assist  her. 

Type  TA'  lunches  are  served  to  an  average  of  90  students  daily.   The  pro- 
gram requires  the  child  to  pay  10  cents  for  the  lunch,  then  through  state  funds 
9  cents  per  child  is  furnished,  which  enables  the  program  to  function  on  a  non- 
profit basis. 

Since  the  program  has  been  functioning,  every  child  has  made  a  weight  gain, 
and  communicable  and  infectious  diseases  have  been  nonexistent  in  the  community. 
The  enthusiasm  and  splendid  cooperation  of  the  Archer  community  has  olaced  the 
program  on  a  permanent  basis.

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MEMORIES  OF  THE  TWENTIES 

By  Ruth  Johnson 

I  remember  walking  to  school,  carrying  my  lunch  in  a  tin  bucket,  [I 
don't  think  brown  bags  had  been  invented  yet],  running  when  I  heard  the 
bell,  and  getting  in  line  with  those  who  were  in  my  room.   I  remember 
there  was  some  difference  of  opinion  on  who  should  be  at  the  head  of  each 
line,  and  acquiring  that  position  didn't  seem  to  prove  that  he  was  the 
most  anxious  to  go  back  to  school,  but  rather  that  he  was  the  biggest  or 
toughest.   Then  we  all  marched  "in  place".   Left.   Left.   Left,  right, 
left!   When  we  were  all  [or  nearly  all]  on  the  left  foot  at  the  same 
time,  we  were  allowed  to  proceed  up  the  six  steps  and  into  our  rooms 
as  a  march  was  played  on  the  old  "wind-up"  victrola. 

Coats,  boots,  caps  and  lunches  were  left  in  the  'cloak  room'.   We 
had  never  heard  of  'hot  lunches'  at  school,  but  we  knew  about  'cold 
lunches'.   Sometimes  they  were  frozen. 

Something  else  we  had  never  heard  of  was  'School  closure'  during 
a  blizzard  or  sub-zero  weather.   Our  rule  was,  'the  colder  it  is,  the 
more  clothes  you  wear'.   Girls'  slacks  had  not  been  invented  yet,  but 
we  had  long  legged  underwear,  long  stockings  held  up  by  garters  fastened 
to  a  garter-waist,  and  leggings  made  of  felt  which  buttoned  around  our 
legs  from  the  ankle  to  the  knee.   Even  with  caps,  scarves  and  mittens, 
sometimes  noses,  cheeks  and  hands  became  frost-bitten  and  teachers  would 
rub  snow  on  them  to  'take  out'  the  frost. 

Some  of  the  older  boys  drove  a  covered  sleigh  and  brought  those 
students  who  were  lucky  enough  to  live  on  the  right  road.   They  brought 
hay  for  the  horses  and  put  them  in  the  barn  which  was  in  the  south-east 
corner  of  the  school  lot. 

There  were  no  snow-plows,  so  you  either  walked  or  rode  in  a  sleigh 
pulled  by  horses.   After  a  blizzard,  the  roads  were  drifted  and  the 
snow  was  hard.   Sometimes  we  felt  like  the  sleigh  would  tip  over,  or 
worried  that  a  horse  would  break  a  leg,  and  in  some  places  it  was  easier 
to  drive  out  in  the  field  than  to  stay  on  the  road.   And  sometimes  we 
felt  safer  walking  than  riding.   The  snow  made  such  a  crisp,  crunchy 
sound  when  it  was  really  cold,  and  sometimes  it  sparkled  like  acres 
of  diamonds. 

What  an  exciting  time  was  Christmas!   The  sand-table  traded  its 
turkeys,  Indians  and  Pilgrims,  for  Santa  with  his  sleigh  and  reindeer, 
surrounded  by  all  our  little  houses  with  our  names  on  them.   We  were 
busy  making  red  and  green  paper  chains  and  draping  them  about  the  room. 
We  were  writing  Christmas  poems  for  penmanship,  coloring  pictures  [can 
you  still  remember  the  smell  of  hectograph  ink?]  and  trying  not  to  tell 
anyone  whose  name  we  drew  for  Christmas. 

There  was  always  a  Christmas  program  for  the  parents,  and  sometimes 
an  operetta.   Oh,  the  costumes,  those  beautiful  crepe-paper  costumes  of 
flowers  and  fairies,  and  moonbeams  and  stars  and  angels!   Not  until  we 
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were  parents  ourselves  did  we  realize  the  cost.  .  .  ,  the  hours,  and  the 
agony.   The  hours  it  took  to  create  them,  and  the  agony  of  hoping  they 
would  last  until  fhe  final  curtain. 

We  learned  the  speaking  parts,  and  all  practiced  the  songs  at  school 
for  several  weeks,  but  for  the  final  week  we  needed  to  practice  on  the 
stage.   So  we  all  bundled  ourselves  up  and  trudged  over  to  the  church 
house.   Oh,  the  dedication  of  those  teachers  and  the  caretaker  of  the 
church;  it  was  lots  of  extra  work  for  them.   They  really  must  have  had  a 
great  love  for  music  and  a  deep  understanding  of  the  needs  of  children 
to  undertake  such  a  task.   Ours  was  a  generation  of  active  participation 
and  not  spectator  sports! 

Valentine's  day  was  special,  too,  another  chance  to  do  something  nice 
for  someone.   We  were  all  busy  making  up  poetry  and  cutting  out  paper  hearts 
It  did  not  matter  that  we  didn't  have  red  and  white  paper.   We  used  our 
tablets,  even  with  lines  on  them;  valentines  were  pretty  with  a  nice  verse 
and  maybe  a  picture  from  a  catalogue.   We  made  valentines  for  everyone  in 
the  room  and  put  them  in  the  big  box  which  we  all  helped  decorate. 

Weeks  passed.   Snow  continued  to  fall.   At  noon  hour  children  played 
fox  and  geese,  made  angels  in  the  snow,  little  snow  men,  big  snow  men, 
snow  forts  with  gigantic  piles  of  snowballs  for  ammunition,  played  "boss 
of  Bunker's  Hill"  and  then  marched  back  into  their  rooms  again. 

Finally  the  snow  melted  and  the  mud  began  to  dry  up  on  the  south  side 
of  the  building.   Boys  brought  their  marbles.   First  graders  felt  flattered 
when  older  boys  offered  to  play  games  with  them,  but  soon  learned  they 
were  playing  "for  Keeps".   Little  pockets  went  home  empty,  but  little 
intellects  were  gaining  knowledge.   Girls  played  jacks  and  jump  the  rope. 

Then  one  beautiful  morning  the  blackbirds  were  singing  in  the  willows. 
"SPRING"!   "SPRING"!   And  we  knew  that  Spring  had  come.   The  walk  to 
school  was  exhilarating  and  we  looked  for  "Johnny  Jump  ups"  and  little 
purple  and  white  pansies  among  the  sagebrush,  knowing  that  soon  there  would 
be  buttercups  and  yellow  violets  and  rarely  a  shooting  star  or  dog-tooth 
violet.   We  heard  the  call  of  a  meadowlark  and  saw  him  perched  atop  a 
fencepost  with  his  black  bow  tie  and  yellow  vest.   We  stood  motionless, 
hoping  he  would  not  fly  away.   Again  he  called,  and  we  heard  an  answer  a 
few  fenceposts  away.   Call  and  answer,  call  and  answer,  then  they  both 
flew  away.   Suddenly  we  realized  it  was  almost  time  for  school  to  begin, 
and  we  must  run  or  we'd  be  late. 

We  remember  the  magic  of  Mrs.  Bess  Squires'  arithmetic.   We  were 
struggling  to  remember  that  six  times  nine  is  52  or  is  it  53,  but  she 
could  tell  us  th*3  answer  to  a  problem  we  just  thought  up  in  our  heads. 
'Think  of  a  number.   Double  it.   Take  away  four  .  .  .  add  ten.  .  .  divide 
it  by  two.  .  .  .  take  away  the  number  you  first  thought  of  .  .  .  your 
answer  is  three."   How  did  she  know? 
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We  rmember  spelling  bees,  perfect  attendance  certificates,  almost 
perfect  attendance  certificates,  home  reading  certificates,  group  singing 
[sometimes  even  harmonizing],  sleigh  rides  in  a  big  sleigh  pulled  by  horses, 
with  small  sleds  trailing  behind,  going  out  to  Squires'  dugway  for  hours 
of  sledding  down  the  hill.   [This  was,  of  course,  only  for  the  7th  and  8th 
graders  when  someone  had  a  winter  birthday.] 

Then  there  was  the  picnic  on  the  last  day  of  school .   The  younger 
grades  stayed  on  the  school  grounds,  but  the  older  grades  could  do  something 
more.   One  year  we  walked  [more  than  a  mile]  to  the  timber,  south  of  the 
Jack  Stacey  property.   We  played  games,  gathered  snail  shells,  ate  our 
lunches  and  returned  home  tired  and  happy.   The  most  exciting  one  we  can 
remember  was  when  we  rode  on  a  hay  rack  pulled  by  horses  all  the  way  to 
Lyman  and  almost  to  Thornton  on  "Brush  Lane".   There  we  played  Run  Sheep 
Run,  Kick  the  Can,  and  Squirrel  in  the  Tree.   We  ate  our  lunches  and  then 
THE  TEACHER  GAVE  EACH  OF  US  SOME  BUBBLEGUM !   Bubblegum  was  a  new  invention 
and  a  rare  experience,  as  we  were  never  allowed  to  chew  even  regular  gum 
in  school.   Then  we  looked  for  magpie  eggs  in  their  twiggy  nests,  for 
polliwogs  in  puddles  and  picked  wild  flowers,  and  then  rode  back  to  the 
school  house  for  our  report  cards. 

Those  were  happy  days,  but  we  also  knew  sadness  as  tragedy  came  into 
our  lives.   When  the  7th  and  8th  grades  went  swimming  at  Indian  Springs 
[near  American  Falls]  one  of  our  classmates  was  drowned.   One  year  a  band 
leader  was  hired  and  those  of  us  who  had  an  instrument  in  the  family  or 
who  were  lucky  enough  to  rent  or  borrow  one  .  .  .  were  busily  practicing 
"Mary  had  a  little  lamb"  and  "lightly  row".  .  .  when  our  leader  was  killed 
in  a  farm  accident. 

Years  passed  quickly.   Frightened  little  first  graders  who  cried 
when  their  mothers  left  them  at  school  and  then  ran  home  at  morning  recess, 
gradually  made  friends  and  learned  that  teachers  were  not  there  to  hurt 
them,  but  to  help  them  learn.   We  even  learned  that  if  we  would  pay 
attention  and  get  our  work  done,  it  gave  us  a  good  feeling  and  we  might 
even  get  to  help  someone  in  a  lower  grade.   This  really  gave  us  a  good 
feeling  to  know  that  somebody  knew  even  less  than  we  did.   A  real  morale 
builder!   And  the  beginning  of  understanding  that  in  helping  solve  the 
problems  of  others,  we  forget  our  own. 

For  years  the  1st  and  2nd  yr .  high  school  students  had  been  having 
school  in  the  church  house  or  dance  hall  or  wherever.   Now  it  was  decided 
that  a  room  needed  to  be  built  onto  the  schoolhouse  for  them.   So  while 
they  were  building,  they  did  some  other  wonderful  things.   The  water 
bucket,  tin  cup  and  washdish  which  had  been  on  a  bench  in  the  hall  for  our 
drinking  water,  and  for  washing  our  hands,  was  traded  for  a  beautiful  white 
porcelain  water  fountain.   We  could  get  fresh  cold  water  anytime,  just  like 
magic. 
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There  was  a  huge  gymnasium,  and  even  inside  toilets  and  showers!   If 
they  had  told  us  they  were  Vest  rooms '  we  wouldn't  have  known  what  they 
meant.   The  'outhouses'  were  never  a  place  of  rest,  but  a  place  to  get  out 
of  as  soon  as  possible.   In  the  winter  it  was  soooo  cold,  and  in  the  summer, 
it  didn't  smell  like  roses,  and  the  flies  were  bothersome,  but  sometimes 
you'd  get  interested  in  the  Montgomery  Ward  Catalogue 

It  was  not  only  the  indoor  plumbing  that  changed  our  life  style. 
Now  that  we  had  a  stage  [in  the  gym  ] 5we  wrote  and  produced  plays.   In 
the  gym   we  exercised  and  played  ball,  [even  the  girls].   Teams  came 
from  other  schools  to  play.   Sometimes  we  had  dances  after  ballgames, 
and  all  of  a  sudden  we  thought  we  were  all  grown  up  and  could  hardly  wait 
to  go  to  a  big  school.   And  yet  as  the  time  drew  near  we  were  frightened 
to  think  of  leaving  our  little  school  with  our  many  memories  of  being 
surrounded  by  those  who  knew  us,  and  really  cared  about  us. 

And  now it  may  be  too  late,  but  we  would  like  to  say
